There is only one way to bring 
this dated world confusion into line: 
the demonstration by American del- 
egates of a good will and faith in 
human nature which may shame the 
others into a similar attitude. I do 
not say it will succeed; yet there is 
something mightily contagious about 
Fraternity. It must be positive and 
forthright or it will be misinferpre- 
ted as mere appeasement. But it is, 
I verily believe, the only solvent for 
the U.N. stalemate. Anyhow, it’s 
worth a trial, now that diplomatic 
schemes have failed.

| RESULT OF ACCIDENT
